REED IS DOWNED AGAIN. 


The Democrats Have Another 
Field Day 


AND GARRY ALL BEFORE THEM, 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—[Special.}—There 
is no longer any doubt of the accuracy of the 
statement contained in these dispatches last 
Tuesday that the president told an intimate 
friexd a few days ago that he intended to re- 
tire to the practice of law at the end of his 


present term. 

The statement comes to your correspondent 
this evening in such shape as to impart toit 
absolute verity. 

James H. Woodard, the California agent of 
the Wabash railroad, and an old personal 
friend of the president, called upon him, and 
while silver was under discussion the president 
defined his position as unalterably opposed to 
free coinage, and added substantially that per- 
sonally he had nothing to gain by acceding to 
the demands for free coinage, as he intended 
to retire at the end of his term.

Indeed, the democrats added another point 
to their victory of yesterday, by the house ap- 
proving the journal as amended yesterday, 
striking out the reference of the senate free- 
coinage bill to the committee on coinage. 

Reed’s lieutenants used every possible 
means, under the rules, including filibustering, 
to prevent this, and had repeated roll calls for 
that purpose, but on every one they were de- 
feated by the combination ot democrats and 
western republicans. However, on the ques- 
tion of approving the journal as amended, the 
democrats came within an ace of de- 
feat by Mr. Dargan, of ‘South 
Carolina, voting with the republicans. 
His vote made it a tie, 131 to 131. 
cratic leaders, however, kept tally, and knew 
the result before the vote was announced. 

COMPELLED HIM TO VOTE RIGHT. 

They crowded around Mr. Dargan, and after 
a few minutes of earnest persuasion, he 
changed his yote from no toaye, giving the 
democrats two majority. 

Losing on this, Reed, with his bulldog ten- 
acity, whipped his men inline totake up a 
conference report, which was privileged. That, 
however, was soon disposed of, and Mr. Bland 
introduced a resolution that the silver bill be 
taken from the spoaker’s table, and the senate 
amendments concurred in. This was debated 
for some time, during which Mr. Morrow, 
of California, a republican, made a}splendid 
free-coinage speech, in which he censured his 
party and Reed for their action in trying to 
prevent the house, by unfair means, in passing 
a bill which a majority of the body favored. 
The speech was received with wild applause 
by all the democrats, and a number of repub- 


licans. 
MR. CANNON TALKS. 

Then Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, took the floor 
to reply. He struck at Judge Crisp by stating 
that he was surprised to see the gentleman 
from Georgia, and other candidates for speaker, 
following the lead of Mr. Bland. After a 
number of other speeches from both sides, 
Reed ruled the Bland resolution out of 


order on account ef today being private: 


bill day, and under the ‘ules the 
regular order must prevail. 
however, state that in its order he would either 
place the silver bill before the house for action 
or announce its position, and the democrats 
need have no fears, but that they would be 
recognized to make proper motions. This the 
democratic leaders considered a victory, and as 
they recognized Reed was right in ruling 
Bland’s resolution out of order, Judge Crisp 
moved to adjourn. The motion was voted 
down,.but just as the vote was announced the 
hour of adjournment arrived, and the fight 
ended, so far as today was concerned. 

WILL BE RESUMED TODAY. 

Tomorrow the matter will come up again. 
Another long debate, with repeated roll-calls, 
is expected. The silver bill might be laidaside 
for the present, but the democrats have won a 
very decided victory, and Reed has sustained 
his first defeat. It is very humiliating to the 
big man from Maine, but he is determined to 
keep on fighting, although he is down, dnd to 
stay off a vote proper on free-coinage as long 
as possible. : 

REKD'S GAMR. 

Reed is working for the presidential .nomi- 
nation. With Harrison out of the race, he ex- 
pects to he the administration’s candidate for 
the presidency in °92. ‘His idea ‘is to get the 
moneyed interests behind him, by holding up 
the silver bill until he can force. a compromise 
measure, which will be adopted 
by the conference committee of 
the two houses. This compromise 
he hopes to have, in the shape of the house 
bill, with the bullion redemption ‘feature left 
out,and a legal tender clause putin. _How- 
€ver, the silver men have free coinage in pref- 
erence to a tariff bill, or ‘a national election 
law bill, and they propose to hold these mat- 
ters up until the fate of the free-coinage bill is 
disposed of. 

Judge Crisp has shown himself a master of 
parliamentary tactics in this fight, and a lead- 
€r who can cope with Reed in any kind of a 
battie. Indeed, Crisp has placed himself at 
the head of his party, and is Carlisle’s ac- 
knowledged successor as leader of tho demo- 
cratic side.

The motion to approve journal of Wednes- 
day as amended, was agreed to—yeas 132, nays 
150, and the clerk then proceeded to read the 
journal of yesterday’s proceedings, .amid -tri- 
umphant huzzas on the-democratic side. 

The journal having been read and ap- 
proved. Mr. Stewart, of Vermont, asked for 
recognition with the conferénce report on the 
anti-trust bill, and Mr. Bland was on his feet, 
raising the question of consideration. “Mr. 
Biand’s purpese was to offer the following 
resolution : 

That house bill 5,381, directing the purchase of 
Silver bullion and the issue of treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes, with senate 
amendments, be taken from the speaker's table 
and the senate amendment concurred in. 

The house determined—yeas 144, nays 102— 
to consider the conference report. 

After a short debate, in course of which Mr. 
Kerr, of Iowa, declared that it was the first 
bill directed against trusts that had ever 
passed the American congress,and that in 
fourteen years’ control of the house the demo- 
cratic party had not produced a syllable of 
— of the kind. 

he report was adopited—-yeas 243, nays 0. 

Mr. Dalzell presente the report of the elec- 
tions committee in the contested Mississippi 
election case of Chalmers vs. Morgan, in favor 
of Mr. Morgan, and,Mr. Rowell presented the 
report from the same committee upon the case 
of Miller vs. Elliot, in favor of Miller. 

Mr. Bland then opposed his resolution to 
take up the silver bill.

Mr. Biand argued in opposition to the point 
of order, and held that the bill was on the 
speaker’s table, and, therefore, within reach. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, said that the effect 
of the special order, under which the bill was 
originally considered,was to take the bill outof 
the committee of the whole. Theonly question 
was whether the senate had added new matter, 
ora new amendment, that was subject to con- 
sideration in committee of the whole, The 
original house bill haflan indefinite appropria- 
tion clause—the bill as it came from the senate 
had an identical elause, except that the order 
of the words was slightly changed. The new 
matter inserted by the senate was not subject 
to reference to committee of the whole. » If the 
friends of free silver would vote in the proper 
direction they would soon have an opportunity 
to vote directly upon the bill as it came from 
the senate. 

Mr. Conger maintained that the -appropria- 
tions were for different purposes. But aside 
from that all that the house had done so far 
was to blotoutorerace the reference of the 
bill. How did thatjaffect the fact? There 
was record evidence that the speaker had re- 
ferred the bill to the committee on coinage; 
that it had been delivered by the journal clerk 
to the clerk of the coinage committee, and 
that he had it in his possession. If the house 
wanted to recall the bill from the coinage com- 
— it could do so by proceeding under the 
rules. 

Mr. Crisp wanted to know where the evi- 
dence was that the blll had been referred. The 
house spoke only through its journal. 

Mr. Conger said that the gentleman could 
see the bill in the committee room. 

Mr. Crisp replied that that made no differ- 
ence in the legislative situation. 

Mr. Conger, nevertheless, maintained that 
the bill was still properly and actually before 
his committee. 

Mr. Morrow, of California, said that the 
action of the house yesterday was exceedingly 
significant of its disposition. The fact was 
that there was no reference at all; that the 
speaker had no authority to réfer the bill, and 
that his action was not voidable, but void. 
The fact was that the bill-was-upon the speak- 
er’s table. The mere physical fact ‘that the 
gentleman from Iowa, or his clerk, had actual 
possession of the bill made no difference in its 
parliamentary position. ; 

‘Mr. Butterworth declared that there were 
not twenty-five men under the dome of the 
capitol who believed that the bill was_incor- 
rectly referred, upon their oath. [Republican 
applause. ] 

Mr. Williams, of Llilinois, said that yester- 
day, while the motion to reconsider was pend- 


ing, and the resolution had been adopted, the. 
chairman of the committee on coinage had 


walked up tothe speaker’s desk, taken upa 
bill that he (Williams) had every reason to be- 
lieve was the silver bill, had handed it over to 
the clerk of the committee on coinage, who had 
refused to answer his (Williams's) question as 
to whether or not it was the silver bill, and 
had carried it away. Why had this thing been 
done? It required an-explanation. It looked 
like a conspiracy to obtain physical possession 
of the bill and deprive the 
tunity to pass upon it. 

‘Mr. Conger said that the bill had been de- 
livered to his clerk before 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and had been'receipted for. Durin 


the afternoon, upon the rig of the journal’ 


clerk, it had been put in his possession for a 
short time in order to make some clerical en- 
dorsements, bit he (Mr. Conger) had again 
taken it back to the committee clehk. 

Mr. Bland modified ‘the language of his

SUPERINTENDENT OF THE STABLES. 


An Appropriation Moved fora New Office, 
But the Senate Defeated It. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The post-office ap- 
propriation bill, and consular and diplomatic 
appropriation bill was reported and placed on 
the calendar. The consideration of the legisla- 
tive appropriation bill was resumed, the ques- 
tion being on the point of omwler made by Mr. 
Allison against the amendment to increase the 


salary of the commissioner of the land office- 


from $4,000 to $5,000, and of the assistant com- 
missioner from $3,000 to $3,500. 

The vice-president submitted the question to 
the senate, and the amendment was declared 
to be in order—yeas 33, nays 14. The amend- 
ment was agreed to-—yeas 28, nays 16. 

Mr. Harris moved to insert an item of $1,440 
for a superintendent of senate stables. A dis- 
cussion teok place on this item, in the course 
of which it was stated by Mr. Allison that 
there were more employes than horses in the 
stables, and by Mr. Hale that if the establish- 
ment belonged toa private individual there 
would be but one man to attend to it. 

The amendment was ruled out on a point of 
order. 

The motion by Mr. Dolph to increase the 
compensation of the  surveyor-general 
of Oregon from, $1,800 to $2,500 -was 
made the text of a speech by Mr. 
Allison against the general movement to 
increase salaries. He spoke of complaints, 
whether just or otherwise, against the extrav- 
agance of the senate~at a time, too, when 
there was prevailing over the country a belief 
that those who were engaged in industrial pur- 
suits were receiving fair compensation, and 
when a great many people were sufiering 
from low prices and little employment. He 
appealed to the senators on both sides not to 
go on increasing salary after salary. 

Upon an appeal from the-decision of the 
presiding officer,ruling out of orderan increase 
of the salary of one of the senate clerks, a dis- 
cussion took place, inthe course of which 
Mr. Plumb spoke of the extravagance 
of the senate inthe matter of its employes. 
The expense now, he said, was at least $100,000 
a year more than they ought to be. The evil was 
growing every year, and it would soon become 
80 — that it would become a political issue, 
and he would not be surprised if men were soon 
elected to. the senate on the pledge of ruth- 
lessiy and relentless] 
excrescences around the senate. The force of 
the senate employes was extraordinary and ex- 
travagant.

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 20.—{Specia).} 
The gubernatorial campaign was opened here 
today by a joint discussion between Colonel 
Hardeman and Colonel Northen. It was an 
old-time joint discussion—spirited and high- 
toned on both sides—no mud-flinging,but good, 
Sprightly sparring; a Yegular give and take 
abave the belt, with honors to your antagonist, 
goihg and coming. 

The high courtesy in the midst of all this 
hafd hitting was beautiful to behold. It was 
like the prize-ring, where a couple of doughty 
champions will shake hands with the stern, 
“may-the-best-man-win.” If the campaign 
continues as it. began today, it will be-an honor 
to Georgia and a revelation tothose who grew 
since the days of the old-time hustings. 

The speaking began at1l o’clock in the 
handsome new court-house which Gwinnet 
has recently completed. ‘It ‘would be hard to 
get a more comfortable hall for 250 or 300 peo- 
ple. The acoustics are perfect and the venti- 
lation fine. In spite of the great heat outside 
the audience listened in comfort for nearly 
three hours. 

But tothe speaking. Judge Tyler Peeples, 
the long-time editor of the Gwinnett Herald, 
introduced Colonei.Hardeman ina few words, 
thanking those present for leaving their crops 
at such a time to hear political views discussed. 
He referred significantly to Colonel Harde- 
man’s heroic record-in the days of reconstruc- 
tion, and led up to it deftly by an allusion ‘to 
Ben Hill, then to Hardeman, defying the fed- 
eral officers in the fight to redeem the state. — 

Colone! Hardemz2n Speaks. 

Colonel Hardeman was received with ap- 
plause, and began happily as follows; 

“I believe it was Pericles, who, when he was 
about to make an address in public, prayed 
the Gods that he might say nothing but that 
which would be beneficial to those‘who heard 

2. Thumbly follow his éxample today in 
saying that it is my earnest wish and purpose 
to say nothing to wound the sensibilities of 
any one—to say nothing but that which will 
redound to the good of the people and the 
welfare of the whole state of Georgia.”’ 

With this disclaimer he launched at once 
into the discussion, begiming by laying a 
background of gloomy prospect, against which 
the play of his brilliant talents shone lumi- 
nously. 

**I confess,’’ said he, ‘‘it saddens me when 
I contemplate the troubles and dangers that 
threaten this people. Like the -war-horse, I 
snuff danger from afar. Iamno alarmist. I 
would encourage hope rather than excite a 
fear; I am no political pessimist, always 
imagining ‘everything for ‘the worst, but I 
must corifess that I see a cloud gathering again 
in the southern sky that presages danger and 
storm. God grant that my fears are ground- 
less; but the threatened legislation of the 
federal government convinces me that there 
are in stere for this people more trials, more 
usurpation, more oppression, more subversion 
of their rights, more restriction of their 
liberty. 

“To meet this emergency and be prepared 
for the dangers of the hour we must havé no 
division, no strife among our people. Class 
must.not be arrayed against class, or industry 
against industgy, nor trades against professions ; 
but all must be of: one mind, and purpose and 
heart for the maintenance of our state, and. the 
supremacy of our social and political organiza- 
tion, the only hope of successful resistance to 
aggression and -the dangers that ‘con- 
front us by the passage of i pend- 
ing’ measures in the federal congress 
will be found in that party whose efforts gained 
our peace, defied power and rescued the liber- 
ties of the people—the democratic party of the 
country.”’ {Applause.] 

Having laid this, the principal plank of 
his platform, Colonel Hardeman proceeded to 
the more persona! part of the discussion. Hay- 
ing said that Houston county had, by an over- 
whelming vote, unsolicited on his part, cast 
mostly by farmers and alliancemen, asked 
him to bear the banner of the whole people, he 
proceeded at some length ‘to discuss the ques- 
tion of his worthiness to bear it. : 

**In this contest,’ said he, “the people have 
aright to ask some questions. Is the candi- 
date honest? Is he capable? Is he true to 


his party? 
gard to the first, I trust-that a reference to my 
life is the ‘only answer I-need to give this peo- 
ple. In refererice to the capacity to fill the 
chief executive office of Georgia, I ‘can only 
say that I have been trusted by the people of 
Georgia—seven times a member of the gen- 
eral assembly, 
officer, -onee ‘before the war and once 
since the war a member of congress.. In each 
‘and all of these positions I endeavored to dis- 
charge my whole duty, and it is for the citizens 
who honored me to say whether I didthat duty 
faithfully or not. Itis forthem to pronounce 
judgment on my capacity.” 

In reply to the question, “Is he true to his 
party,’’ Colonel Hardeman referred at some 
length to his fight for demoeracy in fifty-seven 
counties of the state in the days of reconstruc- 
tion when federal bayonets were at the polis. 

“An old whig, a whig before the war,”’ said 
he, “‘a Henry Clay whig, opposed to: secession, 
I nevertheless felt that the time had come 
when all past bitterness should be forgotten 
and nothing should be known or felt ‘bat the 
best interests of the people, and that was to 
rescue our. homes and our home rale from the

Federal legislation 
of a threatening character will doubtless pass 
the present congress. Federal bayonets may 
be again seen around our ballot-boxes. If not, 
federal supervisors, at least, will again control 
our elections, and it will be then for the united 


| people to stand firm in the maintenance of 


their rights and their liberties. 

‘‘Why, then, do I say we should be a united 
people? Because, fellow-citizens—you will 
pardon me when I say it—I think there is an 
eifortto divide our people. There is an effort 
abroadin the land to make a party within 
a party. There is an impression on the 
minds of some within the great party that 
gave you your rights and restored to you your 
government; that that party is not equal to the 
emergency, and will not discharge its duties 
to the people, and for that ‘reason, I say there 
are some in our midst—I don’t 
know that they may be found here— 
but some elsewhere who are endeavering to 
create a party within a party. Callafter call 
is made for political gatherings: organization 
is perfected, their calls are made. We are 
called together frequently, not as democrats, 
bat simply as members of the alliance, to put 
men in riomination for the different offices of 
the country. Indoing what we do, do we 
not create a party of a particular class? I 
may be asked, are not the alliancemen in the 
democratic party good and true democrats? 
Fabe it from me to make any such allusion, 
I know thatif there is any people on earth 
who have shown their -devotion to 
their state and their country, it is 
the planters of Georgia. Returning from 
the war they found ruined ‘homes, property 
gone; with a courage born of despair they’ went 
together forth and beat their swords into 
ploughshares and their ~spears into pruning- 
hooks. Palsied be this ‘tongue and stricken 
this right arm if IE should make such’an asser- 
tion; but do you not ‘see that the farmers of 
Georgia may be, by injudicious advice, placed 
in opposition to their ‘friends and divided ‘so 
that they cannot unite ‘again. It would be, 
therefore, a “party of “one class “arrayed 
against the people of every other class 
and «profession in the ‘state. This kind 
of strife engenders bitterness. Boycotts are 
going on. Thealliance was not to interfere 
with politics or religion. This action is nec- 
essarily politieal, because when this party 
meets together, itis to put in position mem- 
bers Of the organization, ‘regardless of ‘the 
rights of any other profession.” Imay not'see 
you more, feliow-citizens, and I speak to you 
as one whose head is whitening for. the tomb, 
standing as I do amid the graves. of those who 
are gone before. I feel that itis a duty I owe 
this people to warn them that the division of 
the white people 6f Georgia ‘means the 
supremacy of the republican party, 
and placing im power the negroes 
of the country. This I know you do 
not desire; but, I -say, look at it, fellow-citi- 
zens, if you will! 

‘ask my brother alliancemen if it was not 
stated in your halls that the alliance was not 
to interfere in »polities or religion. ‘What is 
the consequence? What will result from this 
thing? As I said before, strife and division 
will come. I feel it—I feel it solemnly. 
Prayerfully 1 have considered this question, 
and I-regret that Iam not called upon to say 
tomy brethren: ‘Halt, halt, befere you divide 
the people!’ << 

“What says my friend Grady in one of 
his strong speeches? ‘White ‘people, stick 
together. Let there be no divisions 
among you. Division ‘means the subversion 
of your rights.’”’ 

‘Here Colonel Hardeman told an anecdote of 
an Irish sailor who undertook to work ona 
farm. ‘He stopped the ox wagonin the road 
and hitched the mule he was riding ‘to the 
hind wheel and went off awhile. The ‘mule 


‘got to kicking and the oxen ran away. The 


wagon struck.a ditch and turned over, the 
oxen swapped sides of the tongue and the 
mule got turned endways. The Irishman 
hollered ‘‘Police! murder!’’ 

‘*What’'s the matter ?’’ said his master. 

“Why,” said he, “the main yard has got 
around to the rndder of the craft and the lar- 
board ox is on the starboard side and the star- 
beard ox is on the larboard side. Thecraft is 
turned bottom-upward and the keel is on top. 
The whole thing is. gone to hell, and Iam go- 
ing back to sea.”’ 

“So, my friends, if you get divided and 
mixed up you will getina predicament after 
awhile where you wil! say the whole thing is 
gone to thd devil and you are at sea.”’ 

This was followed by great laughter and ap- 


planse. 

Colonel Hardeman reviewed the history of 
the state grange. Outside issues, he said, 
sprang upon it. One was direct trade. The 
president of the state exchange was one of the 
directors of the grange. It was said to the 
farmers, “Give us your support and we will 
save you ten or. twelve dollars’a bale on your 
cotton.’”’ 'What-was the result? ‘Not one dol- 
lar’s worth of stock did you gét returned, not 
one dollar for the cotton. 

‘Promises are being made again,” -said he, 
“which I fear will not be fulfilled. 

‘‘Henry Grady never saida truer thing in 
his lifethan whenhe said in his Elberton 
speech, ‘Ask nothing from your state that you 
can do yourselves; ask nothing fromthe fed- 
eral government that your state can do.’ 

‘“They tell you the agricultural interests are 
drooping. I have heard this cry; fellow-citi- 
zens. ‘Thank God I have endeavored to warn 
the people when I saw companies were seeking 
to mortgage ‘their lands and some were 
making themselves hewers of wood aud 


drawers of water to foreign corporations..

Colonel Northen was greeted with applause 
as he rose. 

He said: 

“Fellow Citizens: I am here unon the 
invitation. of citizens of this county to speak to 
you upon public questions that eonneet them- 
selves with my candidacy for the high office of 
governor of Georgia. Until very recently, I 
was gratified to know two things. First, 
that there seemed to be no oppesition that had 
declared itself tomy successful effortsin this 
candidacy. Iam now confronted with the 
fact that by a strange and sudden combination 
of circumstances, Iam confronted with the 
distinguighed ~war horse from Bibb, a name 
which has been given -him by ‘the people of 
his county and aname which he has used 
himself. Now my friends, let me ‘say that 
there is no man in Georgia to whom Tam a 
greater friend than Colone) Hatdeman. My con- 
duet toward him will attest that. He 
may tell you 4vhatitis. “I wilknot. There ig 
no man in Georgia who would’: do him honor 
sooner than I. He «has no friend with the 
same power of speech who would ‘pay him a 
grander eulogy than I. He deserves it. 
Having said this little, I propose to say a little 
more. 

‘The time has come in the history of the 
government of this state, in the history of the 
democratic party, for some plain talk." 

‘That's what we want,” said Mr. Beck, the 
state lecturer. 

“I propose right now to do it,” continued 
Colonel Northen. “Other people talk plain, 
and I propose to do it myself. I don’t deny 


‘any man’s right to run for governor. I have 


not homestead upon the office, [Laughter.]}

they came from his mouth, from his heart. 


They are untrue, all that is untrue. I have 


been all over Georgia, though this is the first 


going to submit a man to the primary. I don’t 
know that any of the farmers in Georgia aro 
going to ran a man out of the alliance. Idon’G — 
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not saving these good things. The other day 
they said, ‘Just let the old war-horse come ont 
and make one speech and we'll clean them 
out. Northen wil! run to the woods.’” 

Here Mr. Calloway, of the Telegraph, inter- 
rupted: 

“The Telegraph didn’t say that.” 

“What did it say ?’’ demanded Mr. Northen. 
*Quote it, and I will say that.” 

I don’t recollect, exactly; you tell it.” 

“T toldit.”” (Laughter.) 

Colonel Northen disclaimed any intention to 
misrepresent, and said if his friend would get 
the paper he would read the exact words. 
Then he continued: 

‘‘They said all that was necessary was for 
Colonel Hardeman to make a speech, and I 
would run away. Well, l have not run yet, 
and I am not going to run. 

The next thing that made Colonel Harde- 
man’s candidacy necessary was that ‘‘Northen 
never did much.’”” Whenever they begin to 
tell you what Colonel Hardeman did they go 
back to the dark days of reconstruction. I 
would not take one laurel from him, but when 
are you going to quit? Colonel Hardeman 
told you he had been in the legislature seven 
times, speaker of the house three times and 
congressman twice, all based on services to 
the democratic party. But he did not tell 
you he had been postmaster at 
Macon, based on the same services, and now 
holds an $1,800 oftice, which he does not even 
give up before he asks for a higher one. It dees 
seein to me that the old war-horse has been 
feeding at t!@ public crib so long that .there 
isn’t anything left but straw.

Replying to what Colonel Hardeman said 
about his action in reconstruction times, 
Colonel Northen said there were 
other men who did that, and 
he mentioned Linton Stephens, who was ar- 
rested, and made the grandest speech in de- 
fense of himself that was ever delivered on the 
continent. ‘It is not my idea,” said Colonel 
Northen, “that any one man ever saved the 
state. It wasthese men who came home 
when they had buried their sons and found 
their homes laid waste, who left their busi- 
ness —doctors who left their patients, ministers 
who left their studies, farmers who left their 
crops to go and cast their ballots when they 
were hedged about by the bayonets—these 
were the men who saved the state.’’ 

Speaking of the alliance, he said: 

“They do wrong in organizations some- 
times—everybody else does. I belong to the 
Baptist church, and they do wrong in that 
sometimes.”’ 

Alluding to Colonel Hardeman’s peroration 
about the people’s property and their passing 
over into the promised land, he said: 

‘‘Yes, the dark night is almost gone, the 
dawn has come, they-are passing over the 
river, but the bridge that carried them over is 
the famous alliance.’’ [Applause.] Where 
was Colonel Hardeman when the fight was 
being made against the bagging trust?.. My 
friends, he reminds me of the two friends who 
went deer hunting. One waited a long time 
on the stand, and finally a noble buck came by 
and he shot him. As the man stood over the 
quivering body of the «buck his com- 
panion came up and said: ‘What 
a fine buck we have killed.’ The 
man who killed it turned on him and said: 
‘Whatthe devil did you have to do with it?’ 
{Laughter and applause. ] 

“Now, when my friend talks about all this 
prospérity the same question arises, ‘What 
did you have to do with it?’ 

Speaking of Colonel Hardeman’s descrip- 
tion of the dark days of reconstruction, Colonel 
Northen said: “My friends that was 
a quarter of a century ago. Has 
nothing occurred since then? Itreminds me 
of the man at the cattle show. A man asked 
him which was the best breed. 

‘Jerseys,’ said he, ‘thoroughbreds.’ 

“*But you told me threeyears ago that grades 
were best.’ 

‘“ “Maybe I did,’ said the other, ‘but I have 
leaiaed something in three years, ifI haven’t 
I ought to die.’ 

“If we haven’t learned something in the 
quarter of acentury we ought to die. But I 
was looking for something fresh and I found 
it. Colonel Hardeman has joined the alliance 
— about two weeks before he came out. 
[Laughter.] That’s fresh—too fresh—too fresh 
to keep. It needs salt,’’ (Laughter. ] 

In his conclusion, Colonel Northen answered 
Colonel Hardeman’s charge that he was 
dividing the people. 

“Why, the people were solid till Colonel 
Hardeman came out,’’ said he; “I was very 
much gratified to find that I had no opposi- 
tion. THE CONSTITUTION came out in an 
editorial, and I hugged it to my bosom. The 
Journal came out with one, ‘Governor 
Northen,”’ and, oh, how I embraced that!”’

Then Colonel Hardeman began to shoot off 
his alliane extracts, some of which were new 
to Colonel Northen.

* What's that!’”’ said Colonel Northen. 

“T will come to it,’’ said Colonel Hardeman, 
, and he began to read as follows from the Al- 
liance Farmer: 

‘“We believe Mr. Northento bea man of 
high character; but to be a man of high char- 
acter doesn’t ‘make him a good allianceman. 
Pray, why was he so longin joining them ?’” 

**Do you say it,’”’ said Mr. Northen.

This caused a good deal 
of amusement. 

Then he read again: 

‘““While Mr. Northen claims that he is not 
responsible for what the papers say, I do assert 
that he is responsible for comttriued neglect of 
duty in failing to defend the principles of the 
order.’”’ 


Here Colonel Hardeman turned solemnly | 


toward Colonel Northen and, with an air of 
innocence, said: ia . 

‘““T didn’t say it, and I ain’t saying it now.”

Northen and Colonel Livingston met 
with Colonel Peek at some place when 
it became very evident that both of them could 
not be governor, and they said let’s leaye this 
matter to our alliance friends.’” 

““Where was that?” said Colonel Northen. 

“Where was it, Mr. Brown?” echoed Colo- 
nel Hardeman. . 

“The only talk I’ ever had with Mr. Northen 
was at Conyers,’”’ said Captain Brown.

‘‘Now this thing was settled.” 

‘*Where ?”’ said Colonel Northen.

“Now, I tell you why I am a candidate.

WRECK ON THE B. ANDO. 
Two Men Killed and Several Others Severely 


Injured. | 

BaLTmoreE, June 20.—A bad accident hap- 
pened early this morning near Childs, Md., on 
the Philadelphia division of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, by which two men were- killed 
and several persons more or less injured. The 
killed are: 

CHARLESSACKENHEIL, of New York. 

JOHN M’NAMARA, of Philadelphia. 

The injured are—Bishop J. J. Keane, rector 
of the Catholic university, Washington, D. C. ; 
Mr. and Mrs. Pierce, Montclair. N. J.; John

Daily, of East Orange, N. J.; Mr. and Mrs. 
H. T. Keeley, Fort Smith, Ark.; J.J. New- 
man, New Haven, Conn.; Edward Page, 
Seventy-fifth avenue, N. Y.; Charles E. 
Adall, Jacksonville, Fla.; Joseph Ingalls, son 
of Senator Ingalls; John Ruhl, of Clarksburg, 
West Virginia. No one seriously burt. 

Train No, 114, consisting of an express car, 
baggage car, smoker, two coaches and Pull- 
man sleepers, ‘‘Lebanon’’ and Fanwood,’’ in 
charge of Conductor Zhomas Robertson, and 
drawn by engne No: 824, William Wynke;J 
engineer, and John McNamara, fireman, lett 
Camden stationfat 11:50 o’clock last night for 
New York. About 11:30 o’clock this morning, 
when about fifty miles from Baltimore, and 
near Childs, Cecil county, the main gods on 
both sides of the locomotive broke. The 
broken rods revolved at lightning speed with 
the flying driving wheels beating the sides 
of the engine like great hammers. 
One-of the rods was forced through the cab of 


the engine, striking Fireman John McNamara . 


with such force as to kill himinstantly. The 
accident also caused the sleepers to leave the 
track and roll over the embankment, resulting 
in fatal injury to Charles Ackenheil, chief en- 
gineer of the Staten Island Rapid Transit com- 
pany, who died before reaching Philadelphia, 
and severely wounding of the others men- 
tioned above. Conductor Robertson tele- 
graphed a report of the accident -to Superin- 
tendent J. Van Smith, at Philadelphia, and a 
special train with surgeons was at once sent to 
the scene. The obstructions to the track was 
soon cleared away and by daylight all trains 
were running regularly. Bishop Keane was 
on his way to Europe. He returned to Wash- 
ington. . 
THE ENGINEER’S STORY. 

Engineer Fitzgerald, of the wrecked engine, 
came to this city after the accident. He said 
this afternoon: 

‘‘We were justa few minutes past Childs 
when the accident occurred. Fireman Mc- 
Namara was sitting on his box looking out of 
the window. Iwas not paying much atten- 
tion to him, but was busy watching the engine 
and looking ahead. AlJllofa sudden I heard a 
racket. I looked and saw that his side of the 
box had been carried away. Quiek as a 
flash I leaped down behind the fire- 
box, out of danger. Hardly was I 
in a crouching position, when the box on 
my side of the engine was torn off and thrown 
highinthe air. The engine stopped dead, 
and the cars were thrown off the track and 
down the embankment, amid the shouts and 
screams of the passengers, I knew what had 
caused the accident as soon as the fireman’s 
side of the engine was carried away. I got 
out and made an examination, and saw that 
the main rods on both fly-wheels had broken 
the main rod, or bar, that connects the drive- 
wheels on Jack’s side. It had broken first on 
the fireman’s side of the engine, near the front 
wheel. The wheel continued in mo- 
tion and’ swung the broken bar around 
with it. It smashed through poor McNamara’s 
side, and immediately killed him. Then my 
bar broke and tore away my sideof the engine. 
If I had not been back of the fire-box, I would 
not be talking to you now, but would be a dead 
man. When the cab was torn away, it was 
thrown into the air, and pieces were scattered 
over the top of cars and all along the side of 
the track. The train jumped the track, and 
rolled down an embankment. Then came a 
fight to rescue those who were caught in the 
wreck. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Postal Telegraph Bill—Mails on Ocean 
Steamships. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—Orders have been 
issued for the revenue steamer ‘‘Forward’’ to 
sail from Baltimore tomorrow or. Monday, for 
her new station at Key West and Mobile. 

The house committee on post-oftice and post- 
roads today eo the resolution offered by 
Representative Blount of Georgia, providing 
that consideration of the postal telegraph bill 
now before the committee be postponed until 
the next session of congress. The resolution 
also gives the sub-committee having charge 
of the subject authority to notify all parties 
interested that any written statement that the 
may desire to present on the matter shoul 
be submitted to the committee within the next 
thirty days. 

There was but.one offer to sell bonds re- 
ceived at the treasury department today— 
$1,500 coupon four and a half,.at103. It was 
accepted. ; 

Senator Plumb today r3ported the post-office 
appropriation bill from the senate * appropria- 
tion committee: It appropriates $72,461,699— 
an increase of $473,000 over the amounts ap 

ropriated by the bill asit passed the house.” 
rhe changes are an increase of $50,000 for de- 
tection and prosecution of mail depredation ; 
an increase of $390,000 for compensation of 
post-office clerks; a decrease of $15,000 for the 
purchase of mail locks and keys, and 
an increase of $48,000 for the transportation of 
foreign mails. This last increase is of import- 
ance, asit will, if incorporated into law, mark 
a departure in the postal policy of the country. 
A provision in the bill authorizes the post- 
master general to expend this $48,000 in cover- 
ing one-half the cost of transportation, com- 
pensation and expenses of clerks to be em- 
played on mails in transit on steamships be- 
tween the United States and other countries 
in the international postal union. It has 
been recommended from time to time that the 
mails should be assorted on ocean steamships 
the same as they are now assorted on railway 
postal cars, in order to save time in the deliv- 
ery of mails; but heretofore the proposition 
has not received much attention on the part 


of congress. a 
BEBEL’S ADVICE. 


The Socialist Leader Says the Recent Strikes 
Were Wrong. 


BERLIN, June 20.—The great socialist leader, 
Bebel, today ke strongly against useless 
strikes. He said that many errorsin the mat- 
ter of strikes had recently been comitted 
throughout Germany. <A majority of his col- 
leagues, intoxicated by the result of the elec- 
tions, believed they could do what they liked 
with the middle class. It was a mistake. 
Leaders must act with caution. Advert- 
ing .to the boycott recently placed on 
Bavarian beer brewed in Berlin, he said the 
weapon of the boycott was abused, and that 
leaders of working men were incompetent. 

The meeting was not in accord with Bebel, 
and voted a want of confidence in the 
Berlinger Volksbiatt, because that paper has 
taken Bebel’s view of strikes. It was decided 
however, to remove the boycott on Bavarian 
beer, the breweries having arranged a compro- 
mise. 


More Switchmen Strike. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 20.—Switchmen on 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati, and St. 
Louis railway, the Erie rail and Lake 
Shore and Michi Southern railroad, re- 
ported to their master this morning and 
returned to work at what is known as Lake 
Shore wages. The Nickel Plate, Valley rail- 
way, Cleveland, Canton and Southern and 
Pennsylvania companies’ yardmen are still 
out, and express a determinaticn to stay out 
until they are ted at least ten hours for a 
day’s work at Lake Shore scale for twelve 
hours’ work.

MACON, Ga., June 20.—{Special.}—The cen- 
sus matter is still agitating the people.

To put it plainly, it has 
robbed the industrious of the fruits of their 
labors. ‘The farmers find that they get noth- 
ing for their crops, while land values are 
going down, and mortgages are growing’ 
birvey and harder to pay off.

prooor'v, ouroutstanding money was $1,730, -

'; here is no sound financial wisdom in this. 
It is a policy devised by the rich few, the 
crelitor class, to make a dollar harder to 
get, and worth more when it pays a debt 
than when the debt was contracted. In 
piain Eenigiish this is robbery. 

\li this explains why the people are 

asking for sub-treasuries, free-silver coinage 
nd more greenbacks. Undoubtedly we 

must have money enough to move the wheels 

of trate aud industry, or there will be serious 
rouble, 

‘There {sa sensible and safe remedy for 
these evils, but false teachings have led the 
peopie away from it. It is simply to restore 
our old state banking system, under judicious 
safe-cuaris. ‘This country is too vast, and 
has too many conflicting interests to remain 
under the domination of Wall street. The 
repeal of the ten per cent tax on the circula- 
tion of state banks would cause them to be 
re-established, and then there would be an 
expansive volume of local currency. The 
national banks do not furnish this, and they 
are so hampered by the law that their loans 
are made on every security except the best— 
the land of the farmers. Traders and spec- 
ulate s can borrow money from the national 
banks, but the farmers, with the most solid 
basis of the country’s wealth under their 
feet, cannot borrow a dollar. 

lf the national banks can not be remod- 
ele, let the state banks be restored. They 
are au essential feature of our system of local 
government. They answer the needs of the 
people, and stand between the debtors and 
the Shylock class. They will afford greater 
relief to the country than floods of silver or 
a farmers’ sub-treasury in every congressional 
district. Let us return to the old-fashioned 
financial policy of our fathers. 

The Silver Question. 

The temper of the house seems to be run- 
ning'& race with that of the senate in the 
matter of silver, and the probability is that

These papers have for three or 
four years been insisting on the free coinage 
of silver as the only solution of the financial 
problem. 

We observe that a great many republican 
organs are confident that Mr. Harrison will 
veto a free-coinage bill, but these organs 
have made their predictions in the hope that 
the president would not be compelled to face 
such a responsibility. Unless some unlooked- 
for event happens in the house, Mr. Harri- 
son will have to choose between the defeat 
of his party and his own ambitious aims, 
and the signing of a free-coinage measure, 
Our opinion is that he will take his medi- 
cine like a little man, forced to it by the 
political conditions by which he is sur- 
rounded.

High protection for protection’s sake is 
very costly. 

The masses bear the burden for the benefit 
of the classes. 

Such high protection as the McKinley 
bill would force upon the country strikes at 
the pocket of every man. 

As the Boston Globe puts it, one cannot 
sit down ata restaurant table without pay- 
ing this Outrageous tax. He may say that 
the coffee he drinks is free of duty, but ihe 
sugar he puts into it is taxed eighty-two per 
cent, the salton the table is taxed thirty- 
nine per cent, and nearly every article of 
food is similarly burdened. 

It is the same way at the stores where one 
buys his clothing, hardware, glass, crock- 
ery, etc. 

These taxes are collected indirectly, and 
this is the reason why people say so little 
about them. If they were collected directly 
—ifthe tax collector went to a citizen and 
demanded ten dollars to protect the iron and 
steel industries, eight dollars to protect 
Michigan copper, six dollars to protect the 
sheep-raisers of Montana and four dollars to 
protect the tin-plate industry, then there 
would be a howl, and protection would be 
snowed under. 

And yet, whether the tax is collected 
directly or indirectly, it amounts to the same 
thing. Protection comes high, and it 
empties the pockets of the many to fill those 
of the few. 


To Beat the Lodge Bill. 

The people of Florida have found a way 
to get around a federal election law, should 
one be passed. The election. in that state 
will take place in November, It will be the 
first election held by the new law enacted by 
last year’s legislature. 

It is described as being similar to the 
South Carolina law governing elections; in 
presidential election years eight. ballot-boxes 
will be used, but in this year’s election only 
six. The plan, as outlined in a dispatch, is 
as follows: There will be a separate box 
for state controller, one for a justice of the 
supreme court, one for state senator, one for 
members of the house of representatives, one 
for county officers, one for representatives to 
the national congress and one for voting on 
an amendment to the constitution. 

By this law. the national is separated from 
the state election. There will be ten poll- 
ing-places at each precinct, oyer which dif- 
ferent inspectors and clerks will preside, at 
a comfortable distance fromeach other. At 
oné of these precincts presidential electors 
and congressmen will be voted for, and the 
other will be devoted to state and county 
officers, the final returns to be counted and 
certified and kept separate from each other. 

The law provides that the polling-places 
shall be enclosed and have an entrance at 
one end and an exit at the other. No one 
is to be allowed to speak to the voter while 
in the polling-place casting his vote except 
the inspector and clerks. The boxes are to 
have an opening on the side, to be not larger 
than sufficient to admit a single ballot, and 
each box is to be labeled in distinct Roman 
letters, showing what officers are to be voted 
for therein. These labels are also to be 
printed or written in Spanish and German 
when the county commissioners deem it 
necessary. No vote for any office other than 
that for which the boxis designated and 
labeled, when found in any box, shall be 
counted. 

If the virtuous republicans who spend 
their days and nights in raving over election 
methods in the south can devise a_ ballot 
with more red tape than this, we would like 
to hear from them. But even these features, 
fair and impartial as they are, will fail to 
satisfy them. What they desire most is not 
a fair election, but a republican election; 
and nothing short of federal bayonets at the 
polls, pointed at democratic voters, will con- 
tent thei. 

In the meantime, by the operation of this 
law, Florida will fortify herself against fed- 
eral tyranny, and it is hoped that she will be 
successful in the attempt.

Editor Murat Haistead, who, in exile from 
his native state of Ohio, is editing a small 
Brooklyn paper, appears to be very much 
troubled in the mind about the charges made 
against Quay. We would not be understood 
as belittling Mr. Halstead. He is a very able 
writer and a vigorous thinker. He does not 
belong to the small and offensive class of re- 
publican partisans who make it their busi- 
ness toabuse the south. Mr. Halstead is 
abusive enough when occasion offers, but he 
is honest and generous, and that is more 
than can be said of any other professional 
republican. He is editing a Brooklyn paper 
mainly because he was engaged in the For- 
aker forgery kerflummux, though he was 
thoroughly deceived and made quick and 
ample reparation. . 

On the emotional side, Editor Halstead is 
very weak. It was through his emotions 
that he was led to take sides with that poor 
little stick, Foraker, and now we find him 
trying to defend that other republican fraud, 
Matthew Quay. 

We will not say that this performance is 
natural and to be expected, because we do 


not sf couple Mr. Halstead’s name 


with a gpecies of Sdiousness that his sober 
judgment would not tolerate. We remember 
that at the proper moment, and in the most 
efficacious way, he laid Mr. Foraker and the 
republican party of Ohio out flat, and we be 

lieve there is still a great deal of good and 
honest work in his composition. 


So far as we know, Mr. Halstead has made .

ANALYZING THE WATER. 


Mr. John M. McCandless Will Test the 
Purity of the Wells. 


As has been announced in THe Constitv- 
TION already, the board of health has arranged 
to have the water of such wells im ‘the city as 
their owners are doubtful of, analyzed by Mr. 
John M. McCandless, consulting chemist of 
the state agricultural department. 

The fee charged will be five dollars, 
a considerable reduction of the regular fees, 
through the medium of a special arrange- 
ment between Professor McCandless and the 

The reason why this was done was because 
of the constant demand from property owners 
who wish to have the quality of water from 
wells on their premises properly tested. 

Professor McCandless said. yesterday that 
he had been called upon repeatedly to analyze 
water from various wells, but the largeness 
of the ordinary fee charged deterred many 
persons from having the work done. 

On thi*haccount the arrangement was made 
to have the fees reduced from now until the 
ist of October. 

The work is an important one to those who 
have wells on their premises, as an analysis 
settles the question asto the purity of the 
water, and protects the families using such 
water from sickness resulting from the use of 
water that is unwholesome. 

As the arrangement is not of recent date, 
Professor McCandless has had no calls from 
citizens as yet under that arrangement, but he 
will soon have plenty of them, and the results 
of his analyses will be very interesting to the 


general public.

E DEATH WARRANT. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morning the sheriff 
read the death warrant tothe condemned. The 
reading of the warrant took place in the door- 
way of the latticed cell, which Josiah has oc- 
cupied so long. He stood in a most despondent 
attitude with his head bowed down against the 
iron bars, and never once during the reading 
did he lift his head oreyes. His wife stood 
erect, clad in a muslin suit, draped in black, 
with a red rose in her bodice, pale, but with a 
most determined aspect in every 
feature. During the reading of her 
own warrant only once did she show 
any emotion whatever, andshe convulsively 
clatched her throat when her husband’s war- 
rant was being read, and the words “hanged 
by the neck till you are dead” were reached. 
She gave a hysterical gasp and seemed to ex- 
hibit much feeling. The reading of the war- 
rant was finished at twenty minutes to 11 
o’clock and both of the condemned emerged 
from the jail, where they had been confined 
for eighteen months and proceeded to the yard 
between the court-house and jail, in which the 
scaffold had been erected. At the conclusion 
of the reading of the warrant Mr. Potts earn- 
estly ejaculated: g 

“Iam innocent and God knows it,’’ and 
Josiah Potts reiterated: ‘‘God knows we aro 
innocent.’’ 

THE MARCH TO THE SCAFFOLD. 

The gloomy procession made its way through 
a side-door, and, with bravery unexpected by 
the spectators, they seated themselves on the 
stools provided on the scaffold, while the 
deputies speedily proceeded to bind them with 
leather straps. Mrs. Potts helped to adjust 
them herself, and Potts sitting in stolidity. 

When everything had been properly ad- 
justed, they were directed to rise. All of the at- 
tendants shook hands with the condemned. 
As they stood, after shaking hands, Potts 
made several endeavors to clasp the hand of 
his’ wife, without accomplishing it. 
Finally, a touch on her wrist caused her 
to turn her eyes toward his and the mute ap- 
= of love caused their lips to meet for a 

rief moment. A rope was stretched around 
Mrs. Potts’s neck, she clasped her hands to- 
getherand lifting her eyes toward the sky, 
exclaimed: ‘God heip me, I am innocent.’ 

Her husband reiterated in a hollow tone, 
*‘God knows we are both innocent,”’ 

THE LAST SCENES. : 

Asthe black caps were drawn over their 
heads, shutting out the last light of day, the 
words of the clergyman, who had remained 
with them to the last, broke the silence: ‘‘Put 
your trust in God and He will see you righted,” 
and then the drop fell. Mrs. Potts was at once 
a corpse, owing to her heavy weight. 

A WIFE-MURDERER EXECUTED. 

QUEBEC, June 20.—Fritz Dubois was hanged 
in the jail-yard here at 8 o’clock this morning.

THE CURIOUS SPECTACLE THAT

The trouble between the principal of the 
school, Professor Featherstone and the trus- 
tees, is of several months’ duration. Professor 
Featherstone was employed as principal of the 
school a year ago, and assumed charge. 

It was not long before he introduced some 
new books in the school that did not meet the 
approbation of the trustees. Then came the 
disagreement that has grown worse as the end 
of the term grew near. . 

A month ago he was notified that he would 
not be re-elected as principal, and since that 
time the trouble has increased. 

The graduating class had arranged for 
holding the yon exercises last night,and the 
young ladies had purchased their dresses 
and studied their pieces, under the impression 
that they would enjoy a good night at the 
windup of the school. 

THEY WERE DISAPPOINTED.

A TOUGH COUNTY, 


No Interest in the State in 
Which it is Located. 

RALEIGH, N.C., June 20.—[Special.]—The 
legislature at its last session passed an act 
levying a tax for the payment of pensioners to 
ex-confederate soldiers and soldiers’ widows. 
In all the counties, save one, the tax was 
levied and collected, and paid into the treas- 
ury. Mitchell county has not levied the pen- 
sion tax. The returns made out were sent 
back to that county in order that they might 
be completed by the insertion of the tax, but 
the Mitchell county authorities pay no atten- 
tion to the demand, and have not levied 
the tax. Proceedings will be instituted 
against them to compel them to pay it. 
It is the opinion that they are trying to raise 
an issue, and to test the constitutionality of 
this tax. The state board of pensions has or- 
dered that no pensions be paid in any county 
where there was no pension tax levied. There 
will be no pensions paid in Mitchell, though 
quite a number of applications for pensions are 
on file here. Mitchell is the worst county in 
the state, and during the war furnished many 
troops tothe federal army, as well as many 
guerillas and marauders. This matter of its 
refusal to pay tax will be fully looked into by 
the state treasurer and attorney-general, and 
is likely to create considerable trouble.

Which Sends Cars Down at the Speed of 135 
Miles an Hour. 


Cotumesi, 8. C., June 20.—[Special.]}—The 
wreck on the Spartanburg and Asheville rail- 
road, on Wednesday, as described by an eye- 
witness, was one of the most fearful rushes to 
destruction on record.

Miss Lula Wood Carries Off the Honor for 
Georgia—The Essay in Full—A Grand 
Gathering of the People. 


The closing exercises of the Ben Hill acad- 
emy took: place yesterday at Mount Gilead 
camp grounds, in Bryant’s district.

The 
exercises yesterday showed that his pupils had 
become thorough masters of their studies, and 
had attained a degree of proficiency which re- 
flect great credit on his management. 

IT WON THE FLAG. 

Six months ago the Youths’ Companion of- 
fered a handsome United States flag for the 
best essay submitted from each state in the 
urfion on the subject, ‘The Patriotic Infiuence 
of the American Flag when Raised Over the 
Public Schools.” 

The Ben Hill academy won the honor for 
Georgia, and a feature of yesterday’s exercises 
was the immense flag, which hung over the 
stage. It was won through the essay of Miss 
Lula Wood, a charming young lady, who has 
made a wonderful record in the school. She 
is the grand-daughter of Judge J. J. Fain, of 
Bryant's district, one of Fulton county’s oldest 
citizens. The essay is good enough for THE 
ConsTiTUTION to publish it entirely, and we 


give it as follows: 

Our government is one ‘of the people, by the 
yeople, for the people,” and that this people should 
be actuated by feelings purely patriotic, is a fact 
of deepest concern to every citizen. This republic 
born of patriots and defended by patriots, is of 
just such a mechanism as will flourish only in the 
1ands of patriots The more patriots the better 
our government. Everyone realizes this, and the 
good people are utilizing every feasible means to 
inerease the number. Churches have been 
reared, colleges founded and schovuls established. 

Many of these colleges and schools are support- 
ed by the state, that its children may be educated 
and prepared to perform the duties, both pubtic 4 
and private, that will be thrust upon them in ma- 
turer years. 

Over these schools, as the Youths’ Companion 
has suggested, the American flag would be an ad- 
ditional incentive tothe young to become patri- 
otic. At first, this would appear to have but lit- 
tle significanee, but with mature consideration, 
how different are our views! We realize that it is 
a happy thought, founded upon a prin- 
ciple that is backed by the wisdom 
of Solomon, and substantiated by the experience 
of the world. If we would have the children of 
our country become patriotic citizens, we must 
train them while they are young, before their 
minds are biased by prejudice or tainted with 
sectional differences. 

To do this we must begin in the school-room. 
We should say then, raise the American flag over 
the innocent hearted children, and impress them 
with its beauty when they first enter upon the 
path of knowledge. Let them learn that it is the 
ensign of their country, and that they are repre- 
sented in its stars and stripes, let them learn that 
it is cownige over these schools because they 
are public institutions, supported by the state, tor 
their improvement. Let them know that they are 
not only represented, but protected by this flag, 
and a love will be kindled which, if propérly man- 
aged by the teacher. will burn away the greatest 
barriers to our country’s progress. 

Let them learn its history during the revolution, 
and Se the ciond of oppression that was over the 
American people when this flag was raised to 
assert their independence. Let them learn of the 
bravery anc determination of their ancestors at 
Lexington, Bunker's Hill, Saratoga and Yorktown. 
Let them know that the same flay, and the same 
government for which Washington and LaFayette 
jought still exists, and is providing means for 
their education and happiness. 

Such knowledge will fire the young with such 
enthusiastic love and devotion fortheir flag and 
country as will liberalize their views and enable 
them to dig deeper than sectional interest for 
truth and the right. 

They can then look, with an impartial eye, at 
our Civil wat and see merit on both sides of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. The north can see that the 
south made war against them upon prin- 
ciples which they believed to be right; 
and the south ean see that the 
the north was only maintaining the principles of 
Patrick Henry when he exclaimed, “The union now 
and forever one and inseperable.”” Thus, the great 
chasm between the north and the south will be 
bridged, and the American people be urlited as 
they were in 1776—with acountry sorich,a gov- 
ernment so strong and a history so bright as to in- 
epire a loftier patriotism than animates the hearts 
of any other people.

THE GAULTS DISCHARGED. 


The Coroner’s Jury Finds a Verdict and 
Adjourns Yesterday. 

The coroner’s jury concluded its three days’ 
investigation of the Lovelace tragedy late 
yesterday evening. ‘ 

John Gault and Charlie Ganlt, the two men 
for whom warrants were issued, charged with 


. being responsilile for Lovelace’s death. were 


exonerated. 

. The verdict.of the jury was.that Lovelace 
came to his death from being run over by a 
freight train on the Western and Atlantic 
road while intoxicated. 

Nobody is made responsible for the killing, 
but the last clause of the verdict states that 
the railroad was not wholly blameless. 

Lovelace was killed Tuesday night. The 
coroner's jury has held session every day since, 
and a great deal of evidence has been intro- 
duced. 

There were two theories about Lovelace’s 
horrible death. 

One was that he had committed suicide, and 
the other that he had been killed and then 
placed upon the track in front of the incoming 
freight train. 

William Gault and Charlie Gault, whose 
step-sister Lovelace had married and then 
separated from, after living together only a few 
weeks, were suspected of being responsible for 
the tragedy. 

The three men were together on Tuesday 
evening just before the killing. All were drink- 
ing, and Lovelace made several threats about 
taking his own life. 

G. W. Smith, one of the witnesses yester- 
day, testified that he had seen Charlie Gault 
drag Lovelace from the cross-ties before ap- 
proaching trains twice during the evening. 
He also heard Lovglace say that he intended 
to kill hims®if, that his wife had caused him a 
great deal of trouble, and he was tired of liy- 
ing anyway. 

From other evidence it appeared that Love- 
lace and the Gaults were on good terms, 
notwithstanding the strained relations between 
their step-sister, his wifeand himself. 

The Gault family live out in the country, 
and no notice had been ‘Served upon Charlie 
or his brother. 

They were served with notice Thursday 
evening, and yesterday both appeared before 
the jury of inquest. 

Last night they returned to their home free 
from any charge of implication in the death of 
Jim Lovelace.
